It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: Discussed outstanding rejection of claims 1-16 under 35 USC 112 
first paragraph. Atty. Herink argued that it is clear from the Specification that the contemplation of the claimed 
invention was implicitly disclosed since the specification does not teach that the purification procedure was carried out 
with alcohol. Discussed the possibility of Applicants filing a declaration which would verify that one of skill in the art 
would have understood that the procedure was carried out 'alcohol-free' at the time the invention was made. It was 
relayed that any declaration would be fully considered, however, no difinitive conclusions can be drawn at this time. . 
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
